Taking these changes in order, it 
gnust be said of tha first, that in view 
af the fact that the mountain section 
of the road is us yet very ittle 
known.; and as the first considera- 
ticn in the construction in the moun- 
tain, as well as all other parts of 
fhis line, is the lowest possible grad- 
gent, it is not in the interest of the 
country, any more than of the com- 
puny, to rush construction on this 
part of the road. .

The 
little known character of the moun- 
tain section and the necessity for se- 
curing the easiest possible grades, 
make it desirable that where expense 
is necessary expense should not be 
spared in the interests of the country 
as well as of the company; besause 
it must be remembered, with govern- 
ment contro] of rates the country is 
in a position to get the advantage of 
the best facilities possessed by the 
railway. The company knows fo 
more of what it will cost to build on 
a one per cent. cr less than on: per 
cent., grade through the mountains 
than the government, and very rea- 
sonably claims that it should not be 
required to take more than equal 
chances, as wes required under the 
first contract. ; , 

The third and fourth concessions are 
important to the investors; and with- 
out them on a stringent money mar- 
ket it would not be reasonable to ex- 
pect that the money could be secur- 
ed, The third gives five years grace 
in case of default instead of only 
three, and the fourth gives the Grand 
Trunk bondholders their proportion- 
ate share of the net earnings after 
the road has passed into the hands of 
a government receivership. Under 
the first agreement, these investors 
absolutely lost their money in case of 
default by the company for more than 
three years. While this was a good 
provision, looked at from the stand- 
point of the country, it could scarcely 
be expected to be leoked on with the 
same favor by tha man who by hig in- 
vestment risked his money. 

The fifth concession, permitting the 
sale of the common stock by the 
Grand Trunk Company, while retain- 
ing the voting power, is very strong- 
ly objected to by the opposition. But 
how is the Grand Trunk Company to 
raise the money wherewith to equip 
the road unless it is permitted to sell 
this common stock, or-uniess a larger 
issue of bonds or of preferred stock 
is permitted ? The Grand Trunk 
Company cannot conjure money from 
the ¢louds any more than cun~ the 
government; anc if the money. is 
needed it must be raised from the 
sale of either bonds or stock. The 
objection which has hitherto been 
urged by the opposition against the 
holding of this amount of common 
stock without fixity of value, is that 
it may be used to unduly capitalize 
the road. Under the terms of the 
original agreement, which still stands 
good, the capitalization of the- com- 
pany has nothing whatever to do 
with the contro] of the rates over the 
road to be exercised by the govern- 


ment. Account is taken of the ac- 
tual cost of the road throughout its 


length, during construction and op- 
eration, and it is upon this actua} 
cost that the government becomes en- 
titled to fix the rates, not upon the 
sapitalizatioa of the company.
